British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. — 
Research  workers  who  wish  to  read  papers 
on  subjects  of  practical  pharmaceutical  in- 
terest at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference in  September  are  invited  to  submit 
the  titles  of  their  papers  so  soon  as  possible 
to  the  Conference  general  secretaries,  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i.  Com- 
pleted manuscripts,  preferably  not  exceed- 
ing 4,000  words,  should  be  received  not 
later  than  July  19. 

Theobromine  (Cocoa  Drawback)  Re- 
gulations.— Under  the  provisions  of  the 
Theobromine  (Cocoa  Drawback)  Regula- 
tions,  1947,  conditions  are  given  for  the 
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supply  of  cocoa  residues,  in  respect  of 
which  drawback  is  claimed,  for  use  in  the 
manufacturer  of  theobromine.  These  con- 
ditions deal  with  claims  for  drawback,  the 
authorisation  of  premises  for  manufacture, 
storage  of  the  residues,  records  and  inspec- 
tion, and  the  disposal  of  residual  products. 
The  Order  (S.R.  &  O.,  1947,  No.  51)  is 
published  by  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price 
one  penny. 

Export  of  Cocoa  Butter. — The  Ministry 
of  Food  announces  that,  by  international 
agreement,  cocoa  butter  may  only  be  ex- 
ported if  the  country  of  destination  is  pre- 
pared to  surrender  an  equivalent  quantity 
of  cocoa  beans  from  its  allocation  by  the 
International  Emergency  Food  Council  in 
favour  of  the  country  making  the  export. 
The  agreed  rate  is  100  tons  of  cocoa  beans 
for  every  forty  tons  of  cocoa  butter.  Appli- 
cations for  an  export  licence  should  only 
be  made  when  the  country  of  destination 
has  issued  the  necessary  import  licence  (ex- 
cept in  cases  in  which  import  licences  are 
unnecessary)  and  the  number  of  the  import 
licence  must  be  quoted  on  the  application. 

Control  of  Outdoor  Advertising. — The 
display  of  advertisements  may  be  restricted 
or  regulated  "  so  far  as  appears  to  the  Min- 
ister to  be  expedient  in  the  interests  of 
amenity  or  public  safety  "  under  clauses  in 
the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Bill,  the 
text  of  which  was  published  recently.  The 
Bill  provides  for  regulations  to  control  the 
dimensions,  appearance  and  position  of  ad- 
vertisements and  the  sites  on  which  they 
may  be  displayed.  It  may  become  neces- 
sary to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  local  plan- 
ning authority  for  the  display  of  advertise- 
ments. Special  regulations  may  be  made 
for  "  areas  of  special  control,"  i.e.,  rural 
areas  or  areas  which  appear  to  require 
special  protection  on  grounds  of  amenity. 

F.B.I.  Taxation  Policy. — The  Federa- 
'tion  of  British  Industries  has  submitted  a 
memorandum  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  on  its  taxation  policy  and  has 
made  the  following  recommendations  in 
connexion  with  the  forthcoming  budget : 
(i)  That  taxation  should  be  substantially 
reduced  even  at  the  cost  of  a  temporarily 
unbalanced  Budget.  (2)  That  the  reduction 
should  be  concentrated  on  direct  taxation, 
but  should  above  all  be  designed  to  en- 
courage production.  (3)  That  no  special 
tax  should  be  imposed  on  business  profits 
but,  on  the  contrary,  the  Profits  Tax 
(N.D.G.)  should  be  repealed.  (4)  That  there 
should  be  a  special  inquiry  into  the  effici- 
ency of  the  National  expenditure.

e  chairman  of  the  Committee  stated,  in 


the  report  referred  to,  that  his  Committee 
thought  "  the  University  [of  London] 
might  possibly  want  to  use  the  premises  in 
one  way  or  another  in  connexion  with  the 
College.  A  subsequent  remark  of  the  deputy 
chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  that 
the  University  might  take  over  the  premises 
for  the  purpose  of  a  hostel  does  not  clarify 
the  situation  very  much.  One  wonders  how 
any  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Univer- 
sity authorities  will  cause  a  modification  in 
the  internal  arrangement  of  the  Society's 
premises  in  Brunswick  Square.  If  the  Uni- 
versity purchases  the  College  and  the  Clap- 
ham  Road  premises,  what  agreement  or 
stipulation  will  be  made  concerning  the 
space  to  be  set  apart  in  the  Brunswick 
Square  building  for  use  by  the  College 
under  its  new  management?  During  the 
past  twenty  years  or  so  the  expansion  of 
research  in  the  Society's  pharmacological 
laboratories  has  caused  periodical  incon- 
venience to  other  departments  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square :  no  one  desires  a 
similar  experience  at  the  new  headquarters. 
I  am  assuming  the  terms  are  satisfactory. 

Colds  and  Influenzas 

Seldom  does  a  winter  pass  without  news 
of  fresh  attacks  on  the  perennial  problems 
of  colds  and  influenzas.  (The  latter  plural 
is,  I  think,  justifiable,  for  the  character  of 
"  flu  "  seems  to  vary  with  each  visitation.) 
Colds  we  know,  and  influenzas  we  know, 
but  what  is  the  difference  between  a  cold 
and  an  influenza  cold?  Your  editorial  re- 
marks on  p.  89,  coupled  with  an  article  on 
p.  78  and  a  news  paragraph  on  p.  92,  led 
me  to  look  through  a  few  C.  &  D.  indexes. 
The  references  I  have  found,  even  for  so 
brief  a  period  as  six  years,  disclose  a  sur- 
prising number  of  medicaments  and  several 
original  contributions  to  discussion  of  the 
subject.  While  we  must  recognise  that  in- 
fluenza is  generally  too  serious  a  complaint 
to  allow  room  for  experiment,  any  new  line 
of  treatment  of  the  common  cold  may  be 
worth  trying,  in  case  it  turns  out  to  be 
better  than  existing  methods.  In  a  useful 
summary  of  accepted  knowledge  on  the 
subject.  Dr.  F.  Prescott  has  shown  (C.  & 
D.,  1 940. 1. 226)  that  many  colds  are  either 
bacterial  in  origin  or  are  due  to  bacterial 
infection  added  to  virus  infection.  I  have 
sometimes  thought  that  there  may  be  an 
unknown  factor,  in  the  blood  or  elsewhere 
in  the  body,  responsible  for  such  trouble  as 
colds  and  chilblains.  XrOVSGF

LEGAL  REPORT 

Pharmacy  Act  Fine. — At  Rochdale, 
Lanes,  borough  magistrates'  court  on 
January  15,  Edith  Chatterton,  herbalist, 
34  St.  Mary's  Gate,  Rochdale,  was  sum- 
moned for  unlawfully  selling  by  retail  a 
packet  of  tablets  containing  ephedrine, 
contrary  to  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933,  and  for  selling  them  in  a  container 
not  labelled  in  the  prescribed  manner.  On 
both  summonses  she  was  fined  20s.,  with 
£3  3s.  costs.  Defendant  told  the  magis- 
trates that  in  1945  a  gentleman  came  into 
the  shop  saying  he  was  being  treated  for 


asthma  and  asked  if  she  had  any  of  t' 
tablets.  Having  none,  she  promised  to  t 
to  get  him  some.  Being  told  by  a  lady 
the  shop  that  there  were  several  places 
the  town  where  the  tablets  could  be  0 
tained,  she  gave  the  lady  los.  to  buy 
quarter  doz.  packets,  and  entered  t 
transaction  in  her  purchases  book  (pi 
duced).  Twice  since  then  the  same  custom 
had  bought  a  packet  from  her  but,  sin 
March  1946,  she  had  been  left  with  0 
packet  unsold.  She  had  not  made  ai 
profit  out  of  the  sales,  and  had  not  .t 
slightest  idea  that  she  was  not  allowed 
sell  the  tablets.  The  defendant  was  allowi 
a  month  in  which  to  pay.

He  was  informed  that  the  lump 
m  must  be  supplied  when  gum  acacia  was 
ed  for.  A  proprietary  eye  lotion  containing 
8  per  cent,  boric  acid  and  0.24  per  cent. 
0  sulphate  was  labelled  "  Collyrium 
id  Boric  et  Zinc,"  a  synonym  for  "  Gol- 
ium  Zinc.  Co."  of  the  B.P.C.  The  composi- 
n  of  the  sample  did  not,  however,  agree 
th  the  requirements  of  the  B.P.C,  but  with 
3  formula  for  an  article  of  the  same  name 
the  National  Formulary.  According  to 
tion  1 1  (2b)  of  the  Pharjnacy  and  Medi- 
cs Act,  1 94 1,  the  full  formula  of  a  medicine, 
not  a  B.P.  or  B.P.C.  article,  must  be  given 
the  label.  The  retailers,  when  approached, 
ted  that  they  had  relied  on  the  wholesale 
aler's  warranty.  On  more  recent  packs  of 
e  preparation  the  label  had  been  amended 
give  the  full  formula  of  the  article.  No 
rther  action  was  taken. 

lauber's  Salt 

A  sample  of  Glauber's  salt  was  found  to  be 
ydrous,  and  was  therefore  twice  as  strong 
the  B.P.  article.    The  vendor  stated  that 
e  had  bought  his  stock  ready  packed  in 
rdboard  cartons,  and  was  not  aware  that 
had   effloresced.    He    had  immediately 
ithdrawn  it  from  sale. 

A  sample  of  glycerin  contained  a  total 
f  15  per  cent,  water,  a  surplus  of  about 
3  per  cent.    The  company  concerned  was 
rosecuted,  together  with  the  manager.  No 
atisfactory  explanation  of  the  presence  of  the 
ater  was  given  at  the  hearing  of  the  case, 
nd  the  company  was  fined  ^^5.    The  case 
gainst  the  manager  was  dismissed  on  pay- 
ent  of  4s.  costs.    Another  sample  of  glycerin 
as  found  to  contain  about  4  per  cent,  water, 
hereas  the  B.P.  allows  a  maximum  of  only 
2  per  cent.    The  vendors  stated  that  it  was 
sold  exactly  as  received  from  the  suppliers, 
who  proposed  to  have  an  analysis  made. 
The  report  of  the  analysis  was  not  yet  avail- 
able. A  sample  of  compound  liquorice  powder, 
which  should  contain  52  per  cent,  sugar, 
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contained  only  37  per  cent.  The  vendor 
stated  that  he  had  bought  it  three  years  ago. 
When  he  had  received  a  letter  of  caution  he 
had  examined  the  stock  and  found  it  "  some- 
what damp  "  and  "  inclined  to  be  lumpy  " 
and  had  withdrawn  it  from  sale  and  ordered 
a  fresh  supply.  Two  samples  of  Parrish's 
food  were  bought  from  one  vendor.  The 
first  was  deficient  in  ferrous  phosphate  content 
by  22  per  cent.,  but  a  further  sample  of  the 
same  stock  proved  to  be  unobtainable.  Six 
weeks  later,  another  sample  contained  an 
excess  of  90  per  cent,  of  the  same  ingredient. 
This  apparently  was  taken  from  new  stock, 
but  the  vendor  had  informed  the  inspector 
that  he  "  would  have  to  make  it  up."  He 
gave  the  name  of  a  well  known  firm  of  manu- 
facturing chemists  as  his  suppliers,  and  stated 
that  his  stock,  nine  months  old,  was  now 
exhausted.  The  firm  in  question  was  com- 
municated with,  but  denied  having  sold  any 
Parrish's  food  to  the  retailer  at  the  time  in 
question.  They  had  written  to  the  retailer, 
asking  him  for  a  sample  of  his  stock,  but  he 
replied  that  he  had  none  left.  The  retailer 
was  cautioned. 

Parrish's  Food 

A  sample  of  Parrish's  food  from  another 
vendor  contained  only  0.4  per  cent,  ferrous 
phosphate,  a  deficiency  of  55  per  cent.  The 
remainder  of  the  iron  had  precipitated  as  the 
therapeutically  inactive  ferric  salt.  The 
retailer's  stock  was  six  months  old,  and  the 
remainder  was  returned  to  the  suppliers, 

A  sample  of  white  precipitate  ointment  was 
found  to  be  made  according  to  the  formula 
of  the  1932  B.P.  and  contained  4.9  per  cent, 
of  white  precipitate.  Instructions  were  given 
by  the  retailing  firm  to  all  their  branches  to 
remove  from  sale  any  ointment  not  made 
according  to  the  formula  of  the  Seventh 
Addendum. 

Excess  of  Zinc  Oxide 

A  sample  of  zinc  ointment  contained  an 
excess  of  1 5  per  cent,  zinc  oxide  and  was  made 
with  a  base  of  a  mixture  of  simple  and 
hydrous  ointments  instead  of  simple  ointment 
only.  The  vendor  was  inclined  to  blame  his 
wholesale  dealer  for  the  excess  as  he  stated 
that  the  tins  were  cold-filled  from  stock  with 
a  knife.  It  was  possible  that  an  assistant  had 
refilled  a  jar  that  had  previously  contained 
the  Sixth  Addendum  ointment,  having  a 
hydrous  ointment  base,  with  new  stock  made 
according  to  the  Seventh  Addendum  having 
a  simple  ointment  base,  without  first  wash- 
ing out  the  jar. 
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P.A.T.A.  COUNCIL  MEETING 


The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
the  P.A.T.A.  was  held  on  January  9,  the 
president  (Mr.  E.  Skues)  in  the  chair.  The 
President  welcomed  the  new  members  of 
the  Council,  Messrs.  D.  A.  Rees  and  F.  G. 
Wells  (retail  section),  and  Mr.  N.  Dewey 
(Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.)  (manufacturers' 
section).  The  President  moved,  and  the 
Council  unanimously  approved,  that  a 
message  of  thanks  for  their  services  as  mem- 
bers of  the  manufacturers'  section  of  the 
Council  should  be  sent  to  Condy  &  Mitchell, 
Ltd.,  and  to  Messrs.  Steam  and  Yeates,  who 
had  retired  from  the  retail  section.  Warm 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  Mr.  R.  Peck, 
(1945  president) — lost  through  automatic 
retirement — was  expressed. 

Glyn-Jones  Memorial  Fund 

The  President  referred  to  the  gratify- 
ing response  made  by  the  members  to  the 
appeal  for  the  Glyn-Jones  memorial  fund. 
Mr.  Skues  said  he  was  sure  the  trustees  of 
the  fund  would  appreciate  the  contribu- 
tions that  had  been  received,  particularly 
a  donation  of  £1,000  forwarded  by  Sir 
Stanley  Holmes  on  behalf  of  the  companies 
in  the  Beecham  Group. 

The  Council  received  a  report  of  the 
joint  deputation's  interview  with  the  Cen- 
tral Price  Regulation  Committee,  when 
matters  concerning  retailers'  and  whole- 
salers' discounts  were  discussed.  Additional 
information  was  to  be  obtained  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee.  A  communica- 
tion from  the  Central  Committee  regarding 
recognition  of  P.A.T.A.  list  prices  as 
"  peimitted  prices "  under  the  Prices  of 
Goods  Act  and  to  the  maintenance  (subject 
to  the  conditions  set  out)  of  retail  percen- 
tage discounts  was  considered  (see  below). 

Election  of  President 

Mr.  Bohn,  on  behalf  of  the  manufac- 
turers' section,  nominated  Mr.  H.  G. 
Middleton  (chairman,  manufacturers'  sec- 
tion) as  President  for  1947.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Colonel  Watson,  sup- 
ported by  Messrs.  T.  Marns  and  S.  W. 
Hague,  and  carried  unanimously.  Mr. 
Middleton  then  took  the  chair,  and  ex- 
pressed his  thanks  for  the  honour  conferred 
upon  him.  He  was,  he  said  following  a 
succession  of  presidents  who  had  worthily 
and  impartially  upheld  the  dignity  of  the 
office  and  he  would  endeavour  to  follow 
their  example.  He  then  moved  that  a  vote 
of  thanks  be  accorded  to  the  retiring  presi- 
dent, Mr.  Skues,  who  had  with  such  marked 


success  and  outstanding  ability  discharge 
the  presidential  duties  during  a  particular!? 
notable  year  in  the  Association's  history 
In  seconding  the  motion,  which  was  passej

tail at  IS.  6d.  or  more,  excluding  purchase 
tax. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  whereas  in 
June  1946  the  Central  Price  Regutation 
Committee  intimated  that  no  exception 
would  be  taken  to  the  maintenance  of  an 
existing  discount  where  the  increased  retail 
buying  price  of  a  P.A.T.A.  article  (whether 
medicinal,  toilet,  foods,  etc.)  was  not  more 
than  20  per  cent,  higher  than  in  August 
1939,  the  concession  set  out  in  (a)  and  (b) 
above  applies  to  P.A.T.A.  toilet  prepara- 
tions only,  and  not  to  medicines,  foods,  etc. 

A  memorandum  issued  by  the  P.A.T.A. 
in  April  1941  included  the  following:  — 

The  manufacturer  of  a  proprietary 
article  who  finds  it  necessary  to  increase  the 
price  to  the  trade  of  that  article  must 
ascertain  his  total  costs  for  the  article  in 
1939  and  then  deduct  those  costs  from  the 
price  he  charged  to  the  trade ;  he  then 
works  out  his  total  current  costs  and  adds 
to  the  resultant  figure  the  same  profit 
margin  he  previously  obtained.  For  pro- 
prietary price-maintained  goods  included 
in  the  P.A.T.A.  list  it  has  always  been  the 
custom  for  the  manufacturers  of  such  goods 
to  fix  the  price  charged  (a)  by  the  whole- 
saler to  the  retailer  and  (b)  by  the  retailer 
to  the  public.  To  enable  this  procedure  to 
be  continued  without  possible  breach  of  the 
Prices  of  Goods  Act,  the  Central  Price  Re- 
gulation Committee  has  agreed  that  costs 
and  selling  prices  may  be  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  an  average  wholesaler  and  an 
average  retailer.

January  Council  Meeting 


The  January  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was 
held  in  Dublin  on  January  14,  Mr.  J.  K. 
Whelehan  (president)  in  the  chair.  Also 
present  were  Messrs.  P.  A;  Brady,  J.  Glee- 
son,  T.  C.  Scott,  P.  F.  McGrath,  F.  X. 
Meagher,  F.  Loughman,  T.D.,  P.  Brooke- 
Kelly.  J.  P.  Kissane,  P.  Fullam,  H.  P. 
Corrigan,  M.  Power,  G.  C.  O'Neill,  P.  C. 
Cahill,  J.  A.  O'Rourke,  and  C.  J.  Cremen. 

The  first  business  was  the  appointment 
of  visitors  for  the  forthcoming  examina- 
tions. Greetings  were  received  from  the 
Nuncio  Apostolic,  the  Archbishop  of  Dub- 
lin, President  of  Hospitalite  de  Notre  Dame 
de  Lourdes,  the  Minister  for  Local  Govern- 
ment, the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Victoria,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Gil- 
lespie, and  from  the  representative  coun- 
cil of  registered  pharmaceutical  students 
of  Ireland. 

Recent  Prosecutions 

The  report  of  the  law  officer  showed  that, 
at  Tinahely,  co.  Wicklow,  a  defendant  had 
pleaded  guilty  and  been  fined  £2  on  a  sum- 
mons under  section  2  of  the  Poisons  Act 
for  not  making  the  proper  entry.  Another 
defendant,  who  had  pleaded  guilty,  had 
been  fined  £5  on  a  summons  under  section 
30  and  £1  on  a  summons  under  section  2 
of  the  Poisons  Act.  A  third  defendant  had 
pleaded  guilty  and  had  been  fined  £5  on 
a  summons  under  section  30  of  the  Pharm- 
acy Act  and  5s.  on  a  summons  under  sec- 
tion 2  of  the  Poisons  Act.  The  justice  had 
not  allowed  costs  as  he  considered  that  the 
fines  were  heavy.  Defendants  at  Glena- 
maddy  had  pleaded  guilty  and  given  an 
undertaking  in  open  court  that  they 
would  not,  under  any  circumstances,  con- 
tinue the  sale  of  poison.  The  justice  im- 
posed a  fine  of  los.  on  each  of  two  sum- 
monses, with  £2  2s.  costs.  On  a  summons 
under  section  17,  the  defendant  company 
had  been  found  guilty  and  fined  £5  with 
£4  4s.  costs  and  £3  3s.  witnesses'  expenses. 
A  summons  against  another  defendant  had 
been  dismissed  under  the  Probation  Act 

Amended  Regulations 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Minister  for

MODERN  TREATMENT  OF  EYE  DISEASES 


a  meeting  of  the  London  Branch  of  the

J.  R.  Elliot,  Ph.C,  in  the  chair,  Major 
INTON  spoke  on  "  Sulphonamides  and 
icillin  in  the  Treatment  of  Eye  Diseases." 
jor  Minton  described  how  the  use  of 
honamides  in  purulent  conjunctivitis 
trachoma  in  the  Middle  East  during  the 
r  had  proved  a  great  improvement  on  the 
thods  previously  in  use,  '  producing 
icker  healing  and  reducing  the  number 
complications.  In  Ceylon,  where  sulpha- 
amide  had  not  been  available,  the 
plication  of  a  40  per  cent,  sulphanilamide 
ste  direct  to  the  eye  had  produced  good 
ults.  Later  a  paste  containing  sulpha- 
amide  20  per  cent.,  cod  liver  oil  40  per 
nt.  and  soft  paraffin  40  per  cent,  had 
come  the  standard  treatment  for  muco- 
rulent  conjunctivitis. 

Penicillin,  as  later  it  became  available, 
d  been  applied  locally  for  purulent  con- 
nctivitis  and  usually  cleared  up  the  con- 
tion  in   two  or  three  days.  Penicillin 
ven  systemically  did  not  easily  penetrate 
e  blood-eye  barrier,  so  that  bactericidal 
ncentrations  were  not  achieved  in  the 
ssues  of  the  eye.    Penicillin  was  therefore 
ijected   directly  under   the  conjunctiva, 
"ter  anzesthetisation,  and  an  effective  con- 
ntration  of  penicillin  in  the  aqueous  and 
itreous  achieved.    Using  white,  crystal- 
ne  penicillin,  concentrations  of  100,000 
nits  in  0.5  mil  sterile  water  could  safely  be 
sed.  An  ointment  containing  100,00  units 
f  white  penicillin  per  gm.  in  a  base  con- 
aining  equal  parts  of  liquid  and  soft  paraf- 
n,  achieved  good  penetration.  Eucerin 
.M.  was  another  good  base ;  Lanette  wax 
as  not  suitable  owing  to  its  tendency  to 
rn    acid.    For    intra-ocular  infections, 
enicillin    given    systemically    was  com- 
ined  with  local  injection  or  inunction  of 
enicillin,  sulphonamides  being  given  orally. 
Major  Minton  referred  to  patients  on 
whom  the  use  of  penicillin  had  caused  a  red 
rash,  while  inhalations  containing  penicillin 
had  been  known  to  give  rise  to  asthma.  A 


pharmacist  had  acquired  asthma  through 
dispensing  penicillin  preparations,  and  in- 
stances had  been  reported  of  allergy  among 
the  staff  in  penicillin  manufacturing  plants. 

Major  Minton  then  answered  the  follow- 
ing questions :  — 

Dr.  H.  Davis  (University  College  Hos- 
pital) :  What  strength  of  sulphacetamide  eye 
drops  should  the  B.P.C.  specify  to  be  dis- 
pensed when  no  strength  was  indicated  by 
the  prescriber?  For  certain  virus  infections 
which  responded  better  to  sulphonamides 
than  to  penicillin,  30  per  cent,  drops  or 
even  solid  sulphacetamide  might  be  used  ; 
but  as  a  general  prophylactic  or  as  a 
placebo,  10  per  cent,  was  the  most  suitable 
strength. 

Should  penicillin  eye  drops  be  dispensed 
in  isotonic  saline?  No,  sterile  water  was 
quite  suitable. 

What  strength  of  penicillin  eye  ointment 
is  best  for  routine  use?  1,000  or  2,000 
units  per  gm.  was  usual  for  external  eye 
infections  ;  stronger  ointments  might  cause 
irritation  or  dermatitis.  Ointments  containing 
up  to  even  100,000  units  per  gm.  had  been 
used,  but  for  any  ointment  stronger  than 
2,000  units  per  gm.,  crystalline  white  peni- 
cillin should  be  used. 

Are  reactions  to  penicillin  caused  by 
allergy  or  by  previous  sensitisation?  Some 
patients  showed  an  allergic  reaction  within 
twelve  hours  of  their  first  treatment  with 
penicillin ;  others  exhibited  an  acquired 
allergy  due  to  previous  sensitisation.  One 
patient  had  been  desensitised  by  the  oral 
administration  of  penicillin. 

Should  penicillin  eye  drops  be  instilled 
every  five  minutes?  In  serious  infec- 
tions 2,500-5,000  units  might  need  to  be 
instilled  every  half  hour ;  for  milder  infecr 
tions  it  was  sufficient  to  instil  drops  three 
times  a  day. 

Is  Eucerin  alone  a  better  base  than  a 
hydrous  base  of  Eucerin  75  per  cent.,  water 
25  per  cent.?  The  anhydrous  base  was 
preferable,  the  ointment  prepared  with  it 
being  virtually  as  stable  as  dry  penicillin.

Achievements  and  Plans  of  the 
Joint  Committee 

L  STATEMENT  issucd  by  the  Joint  Commit- 
»e  on  a  National  Pharmaceutical  Service, 
nd  given  in  full  in  this  issue  (p.  119),  will 
e  closely  scrutinised  by  members  of  the 
harmaceutical  Society,  since  it  touches  so 
losely  their  future  welfare  and  develop- 
ent  as  a  profession.  We  feel  sure  that  the 
rief  review  of  the  Committee's  purposes 
nd  actions  since  its  establishment  will  be 
ead  with  general  approval,  for  the  Com- 
littee  has,  despite  defects  in  its  composi- 
ion,  to  which  we  have  frequently  drawn 
ttention,  given  effect  to  the  expressed 
dshes  of  its  electorate,  which  it  has  been  at 
>ains  to  consult  at  every  important  new 
levelopment  in  the  synthesis  of  a  national 
lealth  service,  now  crystallised  in  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 
The  passing  of  the  Act  is  not,  however, 
e  end  of  the  matter,  and  in  fact  the  Com- 
ittee  must  take  on  a  new  lease  of  life — in 
me  respects  more  important  than  the 
rst — if  the  fundamental  question  of  terms, 
well  as  certain  details  of  structure  of  the 
ervice,  are  to  be  satisfactorily  decided. 
The  immediate  step  to  be  taken  by  the 
ilommittee  in  approaching  the  subject  of 
emuneration  is  in  our  view  the  correct  one, 
•nd  we  hope  and  beHeve  that  it  will  re- 
ceive the  ready  co-operation  from  all 
)harmacists  that  is  absolutely  indispensable 
f  success  is  to  be  achieved.  It  is,  in  brief, 
o  accumulate  a  sufficient  basis  of  facts 
bout  the  running  of  the  businesses  of  those 
vho    have    been   pharmacist  contractors 


under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts, 
as  well  as  other  relevant  material  from 
whatever  section  of  the  craft  may  have  a 
contribution  to  make.  In  the  first  place 
2,000  pharmacists  selected  by  the  Com- 
mittee are  to  be  approached.  No  doubt  the 
selection  will  be  judiciously  carried  out  to 
provide  a  representative  cross-section,  but 
as  an  additional  safeguard  against  any 
vital  factor  being  overlooked,  others  not 
approached  are  being  invited  to  help. 
Exactly  what  is  intended  by  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  latter  group  is  not  specified,  but 
it  is  up  to  any  member  who  feels  that  he 
has  any  facts  at  his  disposal  which  should 
be  in  the  possession  of  the  Joint  Committee 
to  see  that  they  are  brought  to  its  notice. 
The  selected  2,000  should  bear  in  mind, 
moreover,  that  they  are  being  asked  to  take 
action  on  behalf  of  numerous  colleagues  as 
well  as  in  their  own  interest,  and  that 
failure  to  complete  the  questionnaire  may 
be  prejudicial  to  the  future  of  all.  We 
hope  none  of  the  questionnaires  will  be  left 
uncompleted. 

On  the  structure  of  the  local  pharmaceu- 
tical committees,  the  Joint  Committee  takes 
the  view  that,  initially,  the  existing  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  will  be  adequate, 
but  that  later  a  broader  basis  of  composi- 
tion will  be  needed.  No  doubt  what  is  at 
the  back  of  its  mind  is  the  inclusion,  at  a 
later  date,  of  pharmacists  employed  at 
health  centres,  and  we  think  none  will  raise 
objection  to  this  policy.  Detailed  proposals 
will  follow. 

It  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction,  and  one 
on  which  the  Committee  is  specially  to  be 
congratulated,  that  so  large  a  measure  of 
agreement  has  been  reached  with  the 
medical  profession  on  the  arrangements 
for  rural  areas  and  on  the  method  of  pre- 
paring a  formulary.  It  is  true  the  Com- 
mittee was  against  a  prescribers'  formulary, 
and  the  doctors  apparently  in  favour  of  it. 
But,  assuming  the  inevitability  of  such  a 
publication,  it  is  bound  to  be  the  better 
for  the  inclusion  of  pharmacists  on  the  com- 
piling authority. 

It  is  now  for  the  members  of  the  Society 
in  general  to  show  that  they  can  respond 
promptly  and  fully  to  the  enlightened  lead 
given  by  the  Joint  Committee.  There  is 
then  every  hope  of  united  action. 
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A  Dangerous  (Drug)  Dilemma 

Changes  in  poison  law  have  frequently  far- 
reaching  and  unforseen  effects  but  possibly 
none  hitherto  has  been  so  drastic  as  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  (Application)  Order, 
1946  (S.R.  &  O.,  1946,  No.  2018)  {see  C. 
&  D.,  1946.11.764).  This  Order,  among 
other  provisions,  has  the  effect  of  making 
linseed,  liquorice  and  chlorodyne  lozenges 
(trochisci  lini,  glycyrrhizae  et  chlorodyni, 
B.P.C.,  1923)  a  Dangerous  Drug.  The 
Order  extends  Part  III  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1920,  to  "any  preparation,  not 
being  a  preparation  capable  of  external 
use  only,  made  from  extract  or  tincture  of 
Indian  hemp."  Though  each  lozenge  con- 
tains only  the  equivalent  of  gr.  1/500  of 
extract  of  Indian  hemp  (i.e.,  five  hundred 
lozenges  constitute  a  one-grain  (maximum) 
dose  of  the  extract),  it  must  thus  be  deemed 
a  Dangerous  Drug. 

The  Order  will  almost  inevitably  result 
in  "  genuine  "  linseed,  liquorice  and  chloro- 
dyne lozenges  being  made  with  cannabis- 
free  chlorodyne.  For  this  purpose  the  old- 
fashioned  and  ever  popular  tinct.  chlorof. 
et  morph.,  B.P.,  1885,  is  most  suitable, 
especially  as  that  galenical  is  continued 
with  official  status  as  chlorodyne,  B.P.G.  A 
content  of  three  minims  per  lozenge  gives 
a  morphine  content  approximately  that  of 
the  1923  Codex  product.  Poison  law  re- 
quirements are  adequately  fulfilled  by 
stating  on  the  label  the  amount  of  poison 
present  in  each  lozenge,  either  as  morphine 
(gr.  1/160)  or  chlorodyne,  B.P.C.  (3 
minims).  But  how  should  the  preparation 
be  labelled  ?  "  Linseed,  liquorice  and  chlo- 
rodyne lozenges "  is  a  synonym  for  the 
B.P.C,  1923,  preparation  and,  subject  to 
test  action,  would  probably  be  so  regarded 
in  the  courts.  The  lozenges  were  omitted 
from  the  1934  Codex,  at  the  same  time  as 
chlorodyne  was  made  the  synonym  for  tinct. 
chlorof.  et  morph.,  B.P.,  1885. 

An  anomaly  is  that  the  vast  bulk  of  lin- 
seed, liquorice  and  chlorodyne  lozenges  are 
sold  to  the  public,  when  they  are  available 
at  all,  as  confectionery  or  "  sweets,"  and 
the  question  arises  whether  these  "  sine 
morph."  confections  are  legally  entitled  to 
include  the  designation  *'  chlorodyne "  in 
their  description,  since  the  term  typifies  a 
medicine.

No  less  than  eight  members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (seven

parlous  state  of  its  finances,  the  costs  of  th  1 
outing  will  not  fall  upon  the  Society') 
exchequer.  Presumably — since  he  is  one 
the  champions — the  treasurer  is  satisfie 
that  nothing  is  being  done  to  make  t 
Society  any  worse  off  than  it  is  at  presen 

To  Give  or  Get? 

Looking  at  the  seven  names,  one  may 
forgiven  some  speculation  whether  the  n 
presentatives  of  British  pharmacy  are  goin 
in  order  to  profit  by  the  discussions  or  i 
order  to  contribute  to  them.     So  new 
revived   a   body  as   the   Federation  ca 
hardly  be  in  a  position  to  demonstrate 
the  British  treasurer  how  to  build  up  [i 
strong  financial  background  for  his  Societjl 
yet,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  hardly  likel 
to  want  to  base  its  own  finances  on  tl' 
precarious  model  of  the  Pharmaceutic 
Society  of  Great  Britain.     There  are, 
course,  members  of  the  deputation  who 
venerable  age  entitles  them  to  be  hea 
with  respect,  and  others  who  carry  t 
authority  that  goes  with  office. 

One  wonders,  too,  whether  there  won 
have  been  such  a  ready  response  if  t 
meeting  had  been  called  in  some  oth 
country  than  Switzerland.  It  may 
significant  that  so  large  a  group  is  trav 
ling  without  secretarial  assistance.  Is  tl 
a  safeguard  against  any  possibility  that  1 
delegation  should  choose  to  regard  itself 
a  quorum  of  the  Council?  With  competi 
Council  meetings,  one  in  Zurich  and  one^ 
London,  precedence  would  reside,  we  n 
suppose,  with  the  stay-at-homes  in  poss 
sion  of  the  secretary  and  the  records.

Issue  of  a  Statement  on  Policy 

[he  following  statement  has  been  issued  to 
lie  Press  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  a 
lational  Pharmaceutical  Service:  — 
The  Joint  Committee  have  continued  the 
>licy  followed  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
[ociety  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Tnion  since  the  appointment  of  the  Bev- 
ridge  Committee  in  194 1  of  endeavouring 
Jromptly  and  effectively  to  represent  the 
jiews  of  pharmacy  to  the  authorities  at 
ich  step  in  the  development  of  the  national 
lealth  service.  With  the  passing  of  the 
fational  Health  Service  Act  the  broad  prin- 
bles  of  the  new  service  have  been  defined, 
id  the  basis  provided  on  which  a  first- 
lass  pharmaceutical  service  can  be  built, 
lut  there  are  many  matters  to  be  decided 
|efore  the  scheme  is  complete  and  ready  for 
)eration.  Among  the  most  important  of 
lese  is  the  question  of  terms  and  conditions 
service,  and  in  order  to  provide  the  Com- 
littee  with  the  necessary  data  for  the  pre- 
laration  of  their  case,  an  extensive  inquiry 
to  be  undertaken  into  the  economics  of 
lispensing  in  pharmacies.

iportant  work.  Full  information  on  the 
ibject  will  be  made  public  shortly. 

armacists  on  Executive  Councils 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  been  in 
[ommunication  with  the  Committee  regard- 
the  estabHshment  of  the  Executive 
louncils  which  will  replace  the  existing 
nsurance  Committees  in  each  county  and 
ounty  borough,  and  each  of  which  will 
nclude  two  pharmacists.  The  estabhsh- 
nent  of  these  Councils  is  desired  at  an  early 
late,  and  the  Ministry  have  asked  for  the 
lews  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  consti- 
ution  of  the  local  pharmaceutical  commit- 
ees  to  be  recognised  by  the  Minister  under 
iection  32  of  the  Act,  since  it  is  such  com- 
nittees  which  will  appoint  the  pharmacist 
nembers  of  Executive  Councils. 
.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Minister  is 
ree  to  recognise  as  a  pharmaceutical  com- 


mittee for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  any  local 
committee  which  he  is  satisfied  is  repre- 
sentative of  persons  providing  pharmaceut- 
ical services  in  the  area,  and  hence  the 
constitution  of  these  committees,  unlike  that 
of  the  existing  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance 
scheme,  which  are  limited  to  persons  elected 
by  contractors,  is  a  matter  for  negotiation. 
The  Joint  Committee  have  informed  the 
Ministry  that  in  general  they  consider  the 
existing  Pharmaceutical  Committees  suffi- 
ciently representative  to  appoint  the  pharm- 
acist members  of  Executive  Councils  at  this 
stage,  but  that  the  wider  functions  and 
organisation  of  the  national  health  service 
will  make  it  advisable  to  reconstitute  these 
committees  on  a  broader  basis,  and  in  due 
course  the  Committee  will  present  their 
proposals  on  the  matter. 

A  number  of  matters  connected  with  the 
national  health  service  have  been  discussed 
with  the  British  Medical  Association,  in  par- 
ticular the  arrangements  for  dispensing  in 
rural  areas,  and  the  method  of  producing 
any  formulary  which  may  be  required.  The 
Joint  Committee  do  not  favour  the  use  of 
a  prescribers'  formulary  but  consider  that, 
if  one  is  to  be  used,  it  should  be  based  upon 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  Formu- 
lary and  prepared  by  a  committee  represent- 
ing the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fessions. The  Insurance  Acts  Committee  of 
the  British  Medical  Association  have  inti- 
mated their  view  that  such  a  formulary  is 
needed  and  agree  with  the  Joint  Committee 
as  to  its  basis  and  method  of  preparation. 


Given  Away  With  a  Bottle  of  Orange 
Juice. — As  a  second  step  in  an  effort  to 
increase  the  percentage  of  mothers  who 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food's  orange  juice  for  children,  War- 
rington Food  Control  officials  are  planning 
a  baby  show.  The  first  part  was  a  toy 
scheme  just  before  Christmas,  when,  with 
each  bottle  of  orange  juice  collected  from 
the  welfare  distribution  centre,  mothers 
received  a  numbered  ticket ;  to  the  winner 
went  toys  made  by  the  Food  Office  staff 
in  their  spare  time.  In  the  new  scheme, 
mothers  are  being  asked,  at  each  of  the 
twenty-five  distribution  centres  in  and 
around  Warrington,  to  hand  in  photographs 
of  their  babies.  The  best  baby  at  each 
centre  will  receive  a  toy  pram. 
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ULSTER  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION 


Mr.  R.  Gibson  (president)  was  in  the 
chair  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association, 
held  in  Belfast  on  January  7.  Votes  of 
sympathy  with  the  relatives  of  the  late  Mr. 
John  Montgomery  and  the  late  Mr.  R.  D. 
Smyth  were  passed. 

Mr.  J.  McClenahan  (secretary)  said 
that  simplified  arrangements  for  the  distri- 
bution of  groundnut  oil  to  chemists  had 
been  completed  with  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture. It  was  agreed  that  the  Association 
should  arrange  for  a  better  distribution  of 
the  meagre  supplies  of  olive  oil  at  present 
available.  Mr.  James  McDowell  re- 
ported that  he  had  been  asked  by  the  Min- 
istry of  Health  and  Local  Government  to 
state  whether  any  vacancies  existed  on  the 
various  Pharmacy  Service  and  Joint  Ser- 
vices Committees.  He  said  he  was  con- 
vening a  meeting  of  the  local  Pharmacy 
Committee  to  fill  any  vacancies.  The 
Secretary  said  he  had  been  advised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the  represen- 
tation of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion on  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Local  Benefit  Council  was  incomplete. 
Messrs.  J.  C.  Culbert  and  W.  J. 
Hardy,  J.P.,  did  not  wish  to  continue 
as  the  Association's  representatives,  he 
added.  It  was  decided  to  nominate  Mr. 
A.  E.  Dickson,  Londonderry,  with  Messrs. 
A.  T.  Hardy  and  P.  R.  W.  Shinner,  Belfast, 
to  fill  the  vacancies.  It  was  reported  that 
part  of  the  new  price  list  had  been  sent  to 
the  printers  and  every  effort  was  being 
made  to  make  it  available  soon. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  a  C.F. 
manufacturer  had  complained  that  North- 
ern Ireland  chemists  and  wholesalers  did 
not  make  efforts  to  obtain  his  goods  which 
were  consistently  advertised  in  the  area. 
The  secretary  was  instructed  to  remind 
members  that,  as  part  of  their  contribution 
to  C.F.  policy,  they  should  make  every 
effort  to  obtain  the  goods  of  C.F.  manu- 
facturers on  receiving  inquiries  from  the 
public.  A  provincial  association,  it  was 
also  reported,  was  concerned  at  the  open- 
ing of  two  drug  stores  by  former  pharmacy 
assistants  who  had  no  qualification  and  had 
served  no  apprenticeship.  It  was  agreed 
that  C.F.  wholesalers  in  Northern  Ireland 
should  be  asked  to  discourage  such  new 
businesses  by  withholding  supplies  of  goods. 
It  was  noted  that  Northern  Ireland  whole- 
salers had  always  carried  out  their  C.F. 
obligations  loyally  by  restricting  supplies  of 
their  products  to  chemists.

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tECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  CHROMATOGRAPHY 

Abstract  of  a  paper  read  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Robinson,  M.Sc.  (Tech.)»  LL.B., 
^R.I.C.  (Distillers'  Co.,  Ltd.),  before  an  Evening  Meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  January  9. 

EN  chromatography,  a  substance  in  solu- 
tion is  poured  on  to  a  fixed  bed  or  col- 
umn of  an  adsorbent,  without  disturbing 
he  bed.  If  the  bed  is  of  sufficient  depth, 
he  substances  present  in  solution  are  ad- 
orbed  at  the  top.  On  washing  with  a  suit- 
ble  solvent  ("development")  the  individual 
omponents  of  the  mixture  are  separated 
pik  rom  one  another,  those  with  a  high  affinity 
■'■■or  the  adsorbent  remaining  at  the  top,  and 
;^|hose  less  readily  adsorbed  gradually  pass- 
i^|ng  down  the  column  to  form  successive 
C^Bands.  The  separate  zones  are  usually  quite 
!5^Rarrow  and  separated  from  one  another  by 
lean  adsorbent.  Separation  into  bands  or 
ones  is  the  characteristic  feature  of  the 
;hromatographic  procedure,  whereby  it  is 
listinguished  from  ordinary  adsorption,  in 
hich  a  mixture  of  substances  is  distributed 
nore  or  less  homogeneously  over  the  sur- 
ace  of  the  adsorbent.  The  method  was 
evised  in  1906  by  a  Russian  botanist  called 
swett,  but  his  work  went  virtually  un- 
oticed  until  it  was  rediscovered  about  1931 
y  Kuhn  and  his  colleagues  in  Germany. 
Initially,  chromatography  was  used  for 
e  separation  of  coloured  substances, 
nder  Tswett's  original  procedure  ("classi- 
al"  chromatography),  a  solution  under  in- 
estigation  is  poured  on  to  a  column  of 
dsorbent.  The  "  chromatogram  "  is  de- 
eloped  by  washing  with  large  volumes  of  a 
olvent  removed  from  the  tube,  according  to 
e  layers  formed,  and  each  separate 
ortion  "  eluted  "  by  treatment  with  a  suit- 
ble  solvent.  Elution  is  defined  as  the  pro- 
ess  of  separating  the  adsorbed  substance 
rom  the  adsorbent.  With  coloured  sub- 
tances,  the  final  chromatogram  exhibits  a 
eries  of  coloured  bands  of  varying  thick- 
ness, each  separated  by  a  white  zone  of 
lean  adsorbent.  Generally,  each  band 
contains  one  substance  only.  Chroma- 
tography is  now  used  extensively  also  for 
separating  colourless  substances,  for  which 
3urpose  some  method  must  be  used  for  de- 
tecting the  position  occupied  by  each  com- 
ponent of  the  mixture.  One  simple  method 
examination  of  the  column  in  ultra-violet 
light,  which  often  reveals  the  presence  of 
fluorescent  zones  sufficiently  distinctive  to 
enable  the  column  to  be  cut,  as  in  the 
i  classical  "  procedure.  Another  method 
'I  IS  to  extrude  the  column  and  streak  it  with 


a  reagent  that  gives  a  characteristic  colour 
with  the  constituent  concerned  (e.g.  anti- 
mony trichloride  giving  blue  with  vitamin 
A).  A  third  method  sometimes  used  is 
deliberately  to  add  a  dyestuff  having  the 
same  adsoprtion  affinity  as  the  substance  to 
be  isolated — a  procedure  used  to  indicate 
the  position  of  the  vitamin  D3  band  in 
separating  the  vitamin  from  fish-liver  oil. 

Comparative  Adsorption  Capacity 

Many  substances  are  now  available  for 
use  as  adsorbents  in  chromatography.  Some 
are  strong ;  others  adsorb  only  compounds 
that  have  a  relatively  high  adsorption 
affinity.  Adsorbents  commonly  employed, 
in  order  of  increasing  adsorption  capacity, 
are  sucrose,  starch,  inulin,  magnesium 
citrate,  talc,  sodium  carbonate,  potassium 
carbonate,  calcium  carbonate,  calcium 
phosphate,  magnesium  carbonate,  magnesia, 
lime  (freshly  and  partially  slaked),  activated 
silicic  acid,  activated  magnesium  silicates, 
activated  alumina,  charcoal  and  magnesia, 
fuller's  earth.  The  most  active  adsorbents 
(activated  alumina,  charcoal  and  mag- 
nesia, and  fuller's  earth)  are  used  to  separ- 
ate substances  that  are  not  readily  adsorbed, 
such  as  saturated  hydrocarbons,  aliphatic 
alcohols  and  sterols.  Talc  or  magnesium 
carbonate  may  be  used  for  strongly  ad- 
sorbed substances  such  as  the  carotenes, 
chlorophylls  and  nitro-compounds.  Using 
a  strong  adsorbent  with  substances  of  high 
adsorption  affinity  would  make  it  difficult 
to  obtain  a  separation,  whilst  with  a  weak 
adsorbent  and  substances  of  low  adsorption 
affinity,  all  the  substances  would  run 
through  the  column. 

Development  and  Elution 

A  variety  of  solvents  has  been  used  for 
development  and  elution.  For  develop- 
ment one  or  other  grade  of  petroleum  ether 
is  generally  used,  as  these  are  weakest  in 
eluant  power.  Should  these  not  efTect  a 
separation,  other  solvents  are  used  from  the 
following  (given  in  order  of  increasing 
eluant  power) :  Petroleum  ether,  boiling 
point  30-50° ;  petroleum  ether,  b.p.  50-70°  ; 
petroleum  ether,  b.p.  70-100° ;  carbon 
tetrachloride,  cyclohexane,  carbon  disul- 
phide ;  ether  (anhydrous,  alcohol-free) ; 
acetone  (anhydrous,  alcohol-free) ;  benzene  ; 
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toluene  esters  of  organic  acids ;  i ,  2- 
dichloroethane,  chloroform,  dichloro- 
methane ;  alcohols ;  water  (variations  with 
changes  in  pH  and  salt  concentration) ; 
pyridine ;  organic  acids ;  mixtures  of  acids 
or  bases  with  water,  alcohol  or  pyridine. 

Much  information  has  been  collected 
concerning  the  relation  between  chemical 
structure  and  behaviour  on  a  chromato- 
gram.  In  general,  the  larger  the  number 
of  double  bonds  or  rings  present  in  a  sub- 
stance, the  more  readily  is  it  adsorbed,  as 
illustrated  in  the  following  table  :  —

Introducing  hydroxyl  groups  or  carbonyl 
groups  into  a  molecule  increases  its  adsorp- 
tion affinity.  The  generalisations  are  only 
relatively  true.  Recent  work  by  Strain  has 
shown  the  order  of  adsorption  to  depend 
not  only  on  chemical  con- 
stitution but  also  on  the 
natures  of  the  adsorbent 
and  solvent.

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Charcoal,  a  useful  adsorbent,  is  difficult 
I  use  in  chromatography  as  it  conceals

>lumn.  A  technique  evolved  by  Tiselius 
^ercomes  the  difficulty,  and  has  been  used 
ith  considerable  success  in  separations  of 
nino  acids.  The  solution  to  be  analysed 
forced  upwards  through  a  column  of 
larcoal  under  slight  pressure,  and  the 
Itrate  emerges  from  the  column  into  a  glass 
ell,  through  which  changes  in  refractive 
idex  are  observed.  A  change  in  refractive 
idex  occurs  as  each  amino  acid  is  eluted 
"om  the  column.  The  results  are  expressed 
1  the  form  of  a  gradient  curve,  by  inte- 
rating  which  the  total  concentration  of 
ach  component  can  be  estimated.  Tiselius 
^so  introduced  a  technique  which  he  calls 
displacement "  chromatography.  With 
ong  adsorbents  such  as  charcoal,  it  is 
metimes  difficult  to  find  an  eluant  suffi- 
ently  powerful  to  effect  a  separation.  For 
is  purpose  a  solution  of  a  strongly  ad- 
rbed  substance,  such  as  ephedrine,  is  used  : 
e  ephedrine  displaces  the  less  readily 
dsorbed  substance  and  thus  effects  the 
esired  separation.  The  method  may  have 
portant  applications  in  researches  on 
ntibiotics. 

Partition  "  Chromatography 

The  most  important  recent  developments 
chromatography  have  been  the  elabora- 
lon  of  methods  depending  on  differences, 
ot   in    adsorptive    power   but   in  other 
roperties.      "  Partition  "  chromatography 
epends  on  differences  in  partition  coeffi- 
ients  between  solvents  and  water.  The 
ethod   was   developed   by  Martin  and 
ynge,  who  originally  used  a  colimin  of 
ilica  gel  to  support  the  aqueous  phase.  A 
olution  of  the  mixture  to  be  separated  is 
oured  on  to  the  column,  which  is  then 
eveloped  with  a  solvent  as  in  adsorption 
hromatography ;  the  components  of  the 
ixture  are  partitioned  between  the  water 
nd  the  solvent,  those  more  soluble  in  the 
rganic  solvent  being  carried  down  and 
hose  more  soluble  in  water  rema;ining  near 
'^e  top.    The  procedure  was  developed  to 
eparate  mixtures  of  amino  acids,  such  as 
are  produced  by  the  hydrolysis  of  proteins. 
The  position  of  the  individual  amino  acids 
is  determined  by  adding  to  the  solution  an 
indicator  that  changes  colour  wherever  an 
acidic  substance  occurs. 

Later,  Martin  devised  an  elegant  form 
of  partition  chromatography  for  use  where 
only  limited  amounts  of  material  are  avail- 
able. He  employed  a  strip  of  filter  paper 
maintained   in   an   atmosphere  saturated 


with  water-  and  solvent-vapour.  A  drop 
of  the  solution  to  be  analysed  is  applied  to 
the  top  of  the  strip,  and  the  column  de- 
veloped with  an  appropriate  solvent.  The 
position  of  the  bands  cannot  be  detected  by 
the  use  of  an  indicator,  so  the  paper  is 
dried  and  sprayed  with  ninhydrin  solution, 
when  the  position  of  each  amino  acid  is 
indicated  by  the  formation  of  a  blue  spot. 
Some  amino  acids  cannot  be  separated  from 
one  another  when  certain  solvents  are  used, 
and  to  overcome  the  difficulty  a  two-dimen- 
sional chromatogram  was  devised,  in  which 
a  square  sheet  of  filter  paper  is  used.  The 
amino  acid  solution  is  applied  to  one 
corner  of  the  paper  and  developed  in  one 
direction  as  in  the  strip  method.  The 
paper  is  then  dried,  turned  through  a  right- 
angle  and  developed  in  the  other  direction, 
using  a  different  solvent.  In  this  way  any 
amino  acids  that  have  not  been  separated 
by  the  first  solvent  are  separated  by  the 
second,  and  on  spraying  the  paper  with  nin- 
hydrin solution  a  pattern,  characteristic  of 
the  amino  acids  present,  is  formed.  A 
dramatic  example  of  the  value  of  the  method 
was  provided  by  an  investigation  into  the 
structure  of  gramicidin  S,  an  antibiotic 
discovered  in  the  U.S.S.R.  during  the  war 
and  used  extensively  by  the  Russians  in  the 
treatment  of  war  wounds.  Synge  was  able 
to  show,  by  partition  chromatography,  that 
gramicidin  S  is  a  pentapeptide,  formed  by 
the  linkage  of  /-ornithine,  /-proline,  /-valine, 
/-leucine  and  ^/-phenylalanine.  The  experi- 
ments gave  no  clue  as  to  how  the  amino 
acids  are  linked  together,  but  this  was  re- 
vealed by  similar  experiments  with  partial 
hydrolysates,  in  which  the  amino  acids 
were  present  as  di-  and  tri-peptides.  The 
partial  hydrolysate  was  fractionated  on  two- 
dimensional  paper  chromatograms  and  the 
individual  spots  corresponding  to  each  di- 
and  tri-peptide  were  cut  out.  The  material 
recovered  from  each  spot  by  means  of  a 
micro-pipette  was  completely  hydrolysed 
and  then  re-chromatographed.  In  this 
way  the  di-pep tides  were  identified.  Two 
other  spots  were  identified  as  being  due  to 
particular  tri-peptides,  and  the  results 
could  only  be  reconciled  with  a  structure 
in  which  the  five  amino  acids  are  linked 
together  in  one  way.  Partition  chromato- 
graphy may  thus  open  the  way  to  advances 
in  exploring  the  structure  of  proteins. 

;  In  modification  of  the  partition  chromato- 
gram described  recently  by  Levi,  the  silica 
gel,  instead  of  being  saturated  with  water,  is 
saturated  with  a  buffer  solution,  thus  enorm- 
ously increasing  capacity  of  the  column  (that 
is  the  amount  of  material  it  will  retain).  The 
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method  was  devised  in  order  to  purify 
penicillin,  and  led  to  the  discovery  of  the 
existence  of  several  forms  with  similar 
structures  but  different  grouping  for  R  in 
the  formula  given  below  :- —

In  penicillin  I,  R  is  a  pentenyl  group  ; 
and  in  penicillin  II  a  benzyl  group.  Peni- 
cillins I  and  II  can  be  separated  on  a 
buffered  silica  gel  column  both  from  one 
another  and  from  other  penicillins.  Peni- 
cillin III  or  X  (R=/?-hydroxy-benzyl), 
being  a  stronger  acid  than  either  penicillins 
I  or  II,  is  retained  at  the  top  of  the  column 
whilst  penicillin  K  (R=heptyl),  being  the 
weakest  acid,  tends  to  be  washed  down 
toward  the  foot.  To  detect  the  zones  due 
to  the  different  penicillins,  the  strips  of 
filter  paper  are  pressed  on  to  plates  of  solid 
agar  seeded  with  Bacillus  subtilis.  On  incu- 
bation, the  agar  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
penicillin  remains  clear,  due  to  inhibition 
of  the  organisms,  whereas  the  rest  of  the 
plate  becomes  turbid.  This  both  indicates 
the  nature  of  the  penicillins  present  and 
makes  it  possible  to  estimate  the  amount  of 
each  (from  the  diameter  of  the  zone  of  in- 
hibition). 

Finally,  chromatographic  separation  of 
substances  has  been  accomplished  using  col- 
umns of  ion-exchange  materials.  In  one 
method  the  bases  replace  adsorbed  sodium 
ions,  whilst  in  a  second  the  acidic  ions  re- 
place anions  such  as  chloride  ions.  Chro- 
matography has  now  taken  its  place  as  one 
of  the  standard  methods  available  to 
research  workers. 

Discussion  and  Questions 

At  the  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  London  on  January  9, 
at  which  Mr.  Robinson  presented  his  paper, 
the  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  W.  S. 
Howells  (a  member  of  the  Council),  who 
was  supported  by  Mr,  F.  W.  Adams 
(deputy  secretary).  In  the  subsequent  dis- 
cussion. Dr.  Frank  Hartley  asked  if  the 
process  of  chromatography  was  capable  of 


greater  use  in  the  resolution  of  optically- 
active  substances.  Mr.  Robinson  replied 
that  it  was  doubtful ;  the  effect  of  the 
optical  activity  of  the  adsorbent  in  resolv- 
ing optically  active  isomens  was  not  defi- 
nitely known.  Dr.  Mitchell  asked  if 
chromatography  could  be  applied  in  dealing 
with  large  quantities  of  materials,  and  if 
the  process  had  any  industrial  applications. 
The  reply  was  that  usually  a  quantity  of  f| 
adsorbent,  twenty  times  that  of  the  mater-! 
ial  to  be  adsorbed,  had  to  be  used,  and  the 
speaker  doubted  whether  the  process  had 
any  industrial  applications.  There  was  ai 
possibility  of  adapting  the  process  of  con-1 
tinuous  ion  exchange  where  one  component  i 
was  held  and  the  others  passed  on  into  J 
solution.  By  the  use  of  two  chromato-i 
graphic  columns,  it  might  be  possible  tO  ) 
devise  a  continuous  system  suitable  for  in-| 
dustrial  application.  ! 

Mr.  a.  L.  Bacharach  stated  that  the; 
process  of  adsorption  had  been  used  by 
Wilstatter  for  his  original  work  in  separat-i 
ing  enzymes.  While  he  thought  that 
chromatography  was  impracticable  for 
manufacturing,  it  had  many  applications 
in  the  analytical  laboratory,  the  detection 
of  impurities  in  oils  being  one. 

Dr.  F.  J.  Dyer  suggested  that  the  pro- 
cess of  chromatography  should  become  a 
general  feature  of  chemical  analysis ;  the 
technique  was  simple  and  there  was  no 
reason  why  junior  assistants  should  not  be 
trained  easily. 

Dr.  H.  Davis  stated  that  at  the  Univers- 
ity College  Hospital,  London,  chromato- 
graphy had  been  applied  in  the  investiga- 
tion of  amino  acids  in  urine.  Known 
amounts  of  amino  acids  were  taken  orally,!' 
and  the  acids  were  tested  for  later  by  the 
two-dimensional  method  described.  This 
method  had  a  use  in  disturbance  pathology. 
Mr.  Robinson  suggested  that  the  filter 
paper  method  of  chromatography  was  ad- 
mirably suitable  for  chemical  pathology. 

Professor  H.  Brindle  referred  to  the 
use  of  chromatography  in  the  analysis  oi 
the  alkaloids  of  nux  vomica  and  ergot. 

Replying  to  other  questioners,  Mr. 
Robinson  said  that  if  the  chromatographic 
column  were  extruded  on  to  a  glass  plate, 
there  was  no  danger  of  the  column  falling 
to  pieces,  and  the  technique  of  doing  this 
was  easily  acquired.  There  was  no  means 
of  forecasting  which  dyes  were  suitable  for 
use  in  chromatography,  and  the  only  method 
of  selecting  a  suitable  dye  was  by  trial 
and  error.  Chromatography  had  been  used 
to  isolate  pure  penicillin. 

Dr.  Dyer  proposed  and  Dr.  Hartley 
seconded  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer.

Penicillin-for-Germany  Appeal 

Sir, — Scientists,  particularly  in  the  medical 
field,  have  generally  held  to  the  principle  that 
the  latest  discoveries  for  saving  life  or  mitigat- 
ing suffering  should  be  used  for  the  benefit  of 
all  mankind.  It  is  therefore  with  grave 
concern  that  we  note  that,  owing  to  the 
completeness  of  the  economic  breakdown  in 
Germany,  patients  in  the  German  hospitals 
are  largely  deprived  of  remedies  with  which 
their  lives  might  be  saved  or  their  sufferings 
lessened.  A  few  months  ago,  we  received  a 
letter  from  Dr.  Ruth  Smatznig,  of  the 
children's  hospital  in  Charlottenburg  in  the 
British  sector  of  Greater  Berlin,  asking  if  we 
could  send  her  even  a  small  amount  of 
penicillin  for  cases  requiring  it  most  urgently. 
At  that  time  there  was,  she  believed,  no 
children's  hospital  in  Berlin,  apart  from  those 
hospitals  receiving  children  under  treatment 
for  venereal  disease,  in  which  penicillin  was 
available  for  other  infections  amenable  to 
penicillin.  A  little  more  penicillin  has  now 
been  made  available  for  other  than  venereal 
cases,  but  there  is  still  far  less  than  is  required 
by  all  types  of  hospitals.  We  have  recently 
sent  out,  from  the  Ecumenical  Refugee  Com- 
mission of  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  in 
conjunction  with  Save  Europe  Now,  2,000 
mega  units  of  penicillin,  which  were  flown 
across  for  us  by  the  Royal  Air  Force  and 
which  the  public  health  authorities  of  the 
British  Army  of  Occupation  on  the  Rhine  are 
distributing  for  us  among  the  hospitals  in 
the  British  zone  and  in  Berlin.  They  would 
gladly  receive  a  similar  consignment  from  us 
monthly,  if  we  could  send  it,  and  more  is 
urgently  required.  Your  subscribers  are  in  a 
position  to  assess  the  seriousness  of  the  situa- 
tion and  we  would  like  your  co-operation  in 
asking  them  to  enable  us  to  continue  sending 
it.  Donations  may  be  sent  to  the  chairman 
of  the  Ecumenical  Refugee  Commission,  21 
Bloomsbury  Street,  London,  W.C.i.  The 
organisation  is  duly  registered  under  the  War 
Charities  Act.

42  cents  for  100,000  unit  vials.  A  welco 
arrival  this  week  was  a  consignment 
Japanese  Agar — about  300  bales ;  f 
prices  prevail  in  view  of  the  tight  situat 
in  the  material.

The  coal  allocations,  which  have  had  the 
effect  of  cutting  fuel  supplies  by  half,  will 
at  least  indicate  to  manufacturers  where 
they  stand  in  that  these  allocations  repre- 
sent actual  deliveries  and  production 
schedules  may  be  planned  in  accordance. 
The  Government's  White  Paper  (Cmd. 
7018)  emphasises  the  difficulties  which  are 
ahead  and  calls  for  greater  efforts  to  in- 
crease exports.  The  chemical  industry  has 
already  made  a  great  contribution  in  this 
direction  ;  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the 
export  totals  can  be  raised  higher  still. 
Shortages  of  various  kinds  face  manufac- 
turers ;  fuel  has  already  been  mentioned, 
but  in  addition,  supplies  of  raw  materials 
and  of  packages  are  very  low. 

This  week  the  demand  for  Pharmaceut- 
ical Chemicals  has  continued  on  a  good 
scale.  Quotations  for  Barium  sulphate, 
B.P.  shows  an  increase  and  there  has  been 
an  advance  in  the  rates  for  Strychnine  of 
sixpence  per  oz.,  from  January  20.  The 
market  shows  a  very  firm  undertone  and 
further  advances  must  be  expected  in  the 
near  future.

Australian  Nicotine  Production. — The 

production  of  the  insecticide  nicotine  sul- 
phate from  the  plant  Nicotiana  rustica  is 
being  encouraged  in  Australia  by  the 
Government,  according  to  the  Ministry  of 
Commerce  and  Agriculture ;  the  Govern- 
ment is  assisting  several  chemical  com- 
panies in  undertaking  production  of  the 


material,  the  report  states.  It  is  estimated 
that  about  800  acres  must  be  planted  if 
sufficient  insecticide  is  to  be  produced  to 
meet  the  country's  requirements. 

Nicaragua's     Ipecacuanha    Exports. — 

Shipments  of  ipecacuanha  root  from  Nicar- 
agua declined  in  1945  to  31,362  kilos, 
compared  with  37,621  kilos  for  the  previous 
year.  Great  Britain's  share  of  these  ex- 
ports expanded,  however,  from  6,540  kilos, 
in  1944,  to  18,867  kilos  in  1945.  Exports 
of  the  root  to  the  United  States  declined 
from  27,555  kilos  to  only  3,501  kilos  in 
these  years.  In  1946,  U.S.  shipments  in- 
creased and  in  the  first  eight  months  of 
1946,  15,545  kilos  of  the  drug  was  pur- 
chased from  that  source. 

Canadian  Exports. — The  Dominion  ex- 
ported in  October  1946,  medicinal  and  pro- 
prietary preparations  to  the  value  of 
$553,000  against  $392,000  for  the  same 
month  in  1945.  The  total  for  the  period 
of  ten  months,  January  to  October,  1946, 
showed  a  decline  when  compared  with  that 
for  the  same  period  in  1945.  The  figures 
for  the  two  periods  were  $4,629,000  and 
$5,142,000,  respectively.  A  more  marked 
decline  is  seen  in  exports  of  toilet  prepara- 
tions. The  monthly  totals  were  $39,000 
in  1946,  compared  with  $159,000  in  1945 
and  for  the  ten-month  period,  $606,000, 
against  $1,426,000  in  1945. 

Danish  Pharmaceutical  Industry. — The 

export  of  Danish  medicinal  products  which 
dropped  from  the  10  million  kroner  level 
of  1939  to  only  5  to  6  million  kroner  in  the 
war  years,  is  again  increasing  despite  pre- 
sent restrictions.  During  the  occupation, 
production  of  sulphonamide  preparations 
and  opiates  was  started  and  these  lines  are 
expected  to  find  a  good  export  market. 
Certain  vitamins  are  now  being  turned  out 
and  the  manufacture  of  cod-liver  oil  is 
said  to  have  yielded  good  results  although 
quality  is  below  the  Norwegian  or  Icelandic 
article.  It  is  hoped  to  establish  a  penicillin 
plant  in  the  country.  Regarding  imports, 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  are 
today  Denmark's  chief  suppliers  of  medi- 
cinal and  chemical  products ;  they  ^re 
however  unable  to  satisfy  all  requirements 
and  other  markets  have  had  to  be  sought. 
Before  and  during  the  war,  Denmark  relied 
upon  German  exports.  Limited  quantities 
are  now  beginning  to  arrive  from  European 
countries,  but  there  are  numerous  difficul- 
ties hindering  such  trade ;  negotiations  are 
under  way  with  several  countries. 
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BUSINESS  QUERIES 

Initial  Allowance 

"In  June  1944  we  purchased  certain 
electrical  apparatus  and  have  been  granted 
a  wear  and  tear  allowance  in  respect  of  it. 
Does  this  mean  that  we  cannot  claim  an 
initial  allowance! — J.  &  F." 

Provision  is  made  in  the  Income  Tax 
Act,  1945,  for  an  initial  allowance  of  one- 
fifth  of  the  net  cost  of  plant  and  machinery, 
both  new  and  second-hand,  purchased  after 
April  6,  1946.  Normally,  the  allowance 
applies  to  electrical  apparatus,  and  it  is 
granted  for  apparatus  purchased  after  April 
6,  1944,  providing  that  it  was  still  in  use 
on  April  6,  1946, 

Monthly  Statements 

"/  obtain  most  of  my  supplies  through 
a  local  firm  and  I  should  like  to  find  a  way 
of  dealing  with  invoices  and  monthly  state- 
ments of  account. — O.  D." 

Where  the  main  requirements  are  ob- 
tained from  one  or  two  local  suppliers  no 
very  elaborate  system  is  required  so  far  as  the 
creditors'  accounts  are  concerned.  All  the 
invoices  and  debiting  documents  received 
from  the  same  firm  can  be  pinned  together 
or  otherwise  attached  to  await  the  arrival 
of  the  monthly  statement,  when  the  details 
can  be  checked  and  ticked  off.  The  totals 
of  the  invoices  can  be  entered  on  the  credit 
side  of  a  "  sundry  creditors'  account,"  and 
all  payments  can  be  debited  to  this  account 
from  the  cash  book. 

Credit  Sales 

"  I  am  starting  up  again  after  five  years 
in  the  Army,  and  am  writing  to  ask  if  you 
would  assist  me  to  institute  a  simple  method 
of  booking  credit  sales. — T.  W." 

Credit  sales  should  be  entered  in  a  separ- 
ate book,  which  may  be  either  a  simple  form 
of  day  book  or  an  analytical  journal.  Each 
entry  should  give  the  date  of  the  sale,  the 
number  of  the  invoice,  the  customer's  name 
and  address,  a  description  of  the  goods  or 
articles  supplied,  and  the  total  sum  charged. 
The  net  total  of  each  invoice  will  have  to 
be  posted  to  the  debit  side  of  the  particular 
personal  account  opened  in  the  sales  or 
customers  ledger,  with  the  date  and  brief 
particulars,  including  the  sales  book  folio. 
If  the  sales  are  not  classified,  the  monthly 
totals  of  the  sales  book  should  be  credited 
to  a  general  sales  account  kept  in  the  im- 
personal ledger,  but  if  an  analytical  sales 
book  is  used  the  totals  should  be  credited 
to  separate  accounts. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  INQUIRIES 

Formulas  given  below  may  have  been  pre- 
pared for  overseas  subscribers  and  the  in- 
clusion of  substances  therein  is  no  indica- 
tion that  they  are  available  in  Britain  or, 
if  available,  permitted  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose. 

Aluminium  Paste. — G.  L.  D. — The  pre- 
paration about  which  you  inquire  is  most 
probably  that  known  as  "  Baltimore  paste  " 
made  by  mixing  powdered  aluminium  with 
sufficient  liquid  paraffin  to  produce  a  stiff 
paste,  I  part ;  and  zinc  oxide  ointment,  4 
parts.  It  is  used  to  protect  the  skin  against 
the  gastric  juices  after  gastrotomy  and 
similar  operations. 

Curing  Rabbit  Skins. — S.  de  T.B.— The 
following  is  a  popular  and  simple  way  of 
curing  rabbit  skins: —  Soak  the  skins  in 
clean  water  for  twenty-four  hours.  Re- 
move all  fatty  tissues,  small  veins,  etc.,  by 
rubbing  hard  with  a  suitable  instrument. 
Dissolve  10  oz.  of  alum  and  5  oz.  of  com- 
mon salt  in  5  pints  of  warm  water  and  soak 
the  skins  in  this  solution  for  forty-eight 
hours  (5  pints  of  solution  is  sufficient  for 
two  skins).  Remove  the  skins  from  the  bath 
and  stretch  them  out  in  a  dry,  but  not 
hot  place,  turning  them  as  often  as  pos- 
sible. In  order  to  make  the  skins  supple, 
pin  them  on  a  board,  leather  side  up,  and 
rub  them  hard  with  pumice  stone,  talcum 
or  pumice  powder. 

— 7.C.B. — Formulas  for 
hair  creams  containing  beeswax,  or  stearic
